Whether or not gravel road bonds, 
variously estimated 
at 
from $25,- 
§00,000 to $50,000,000 issued by va­ 
rious counties of the State under the 
gravel road law declared unconsti­ 
tutional by the supreme court yes­ 
terday, will be invalidated by the de- 
•ision, is a question that has been 
raised at the statehouse, 
after 
a 
hasty perusal of the decision. 
The 


law held unconstitutional, which in- 
•luded the “three mile road law,” pro­ 
vided for the construction of free 
gravel roads by a levy of a township 
tax on all the property owners of 
the township. 
It has been the custom in various 
•aunties, the townships 
of 
which 
took advantage of the law, to sell 
bonds to defray the building expense, 
the county being reimbursed for pay­ 
ment of the bonds by township tax 
levy. 
These bonds were sold by the 
county auditor, sometimes being tak­ 
en up in blocks by bond dealers and 
sometimes being sold in small lots to 
local men who invested from $500 to 


$2000. 
The.se bonds were issued by the 
boards of county commissioners sit­ 
ting as a quasi judicial body. Before 
the amendment to the road law in 
1905, two supreme court decisions 
tad upheld the validity of the act.

whether, in cases where no appeal

>i of counties the bonds are under­ 
stood to aggregate more than $500,- 
000. 
The decision of the court leaves 
the township still in possession of the 
assessment law as a means of road 
building. 
Under this law a petition 
may be filed with the board of county 
commissioners by a majority of the 
resident land owners whose property 
lies \vithin a mile of the road it is 
proposed to build. The regular form 
is gone through by the commission­ 
ers, and the cost of the building de­ 
frayed by assessments 
against the 
land owners 
whose 
property lies 
within a mile of the highway. 
This 
is the only remaining act by which 
township gravel roads may be con­ 
structed.

Geo rge E. Bedell, an inspecto r and 
fo rmerly chief clerk in charge o f the 
same divisio n; James P. Hyland and 
Jo seph O’Carro ll, fo reman o f weighing 
districts, and eighteen o ther weighers 
and gaugers who se names are no t men­ 
tio ned in the o fficial repo rt given o ut 
at the custo m ho use, the weeding 
o ut fro m the custo ms service o f the 
men who have been implicated in the 
sugar frauds and o ther schemes to 
cheat the go vernment, but against 
who m no evidence o f actual co mmis­ 
sio n o f crime has been o btained, be­ 
gan in earnest. 
So far as co uld 
be learned the men granted immunity 
and a retentio n o f their jo bs fo r tes­ 
tifying against Philip Mú sica at his 
trial fo r cheating the go vernment o ut 
o f duties o n cheese, are included 
amo ng the men who se heads have 
go ne into the basket. Whether o r no t 
any o f the discharged emplo yes will 
have to face criminal charges later is 
a questio n which bo th Co llecto r Lo eb 
and United States Atto rney Stlmso n 
refused to answer. 
Vail and Hyland are the men who 
were accused by 
Philip Mú sica o f 
teaching him the ways to cheat the 
go vernment. 
Mú sica during his trial 
said that Hyland intro duced him to 
Vail as “o ne o f o ur clients,” and that 
Vail to ld him, “I guess we can take 
care o f yo u.” 
Musica also said that 
when things go t warm he met Vail by 
appo intment o n a ferrybo at and that 
Vail to ld him to get away as so o n as 
he co uld.
